Valetta, Island of Malta, Nov. 25—Nearly 200 persons, 
passengers and members of the crew of the Ellerman line 
steamer, Sardinia, perished when the steamer was des­ 
troyed by fire just after starting for Alenandria, Egypt. ] 
The Sardinia left Liverpool Nov. 15th, with a cargo of 
general merchandise for the Mediteranian ports. 
The 
crew numbered 44 and there was about 50 first class and 
6 second class pacsengers who embarked ¿t Liverpool. 
Most of her other 200 passengers were Levantines, Mal­ 
tese and Egyptians.

78 of which $1961.55 is special assess 
ments for paving on south Broadway.

W ashington, Nov/ 25.—In one of the 
most b eautiful parts of the national 
capital he helped to save, the magnifi­ 
cent equestrian statue of General Phil­ 
ip II. Sheridan was unveiled today. 
Among the throng of notab le persons 
who gathered to do honor to the mem 
ory of the great soldier were the presi 
dent of the United States, who deliv­ 
ered an address; the arm y and navy of­ 
ficers resident or stationed ?u ami near 
W ashington, the heads of the executive 
b ranches of the government, diplomatic 
representatives of foreign countries and 
others of note. 
The statue stands in Sheridan circle, 
named after the general, at the junc­ 
tion 
of 
M assachusetts 
avenue 
and 
Tw enty-third street. 
It is the heart of 
one of the l**st residence sections of 
the national capital. 
The universal opinion of those who 
witnessed the unveiling today is that 
the statue of the fam ous cavalry lead­ 
er is a worthy memorial of his fame. 
It represents the general at the close 
of his famous ride when, coming from 
W inchester, “tw enty miles aw ay,” he 
rallied his men at the b attle of Cedar 
Creek and turned their rout b y the Con­ 
federate G eneral Jub al A. Early into a 
Federal victory.

The principal address w as de­ 
livered b y P resident Roosevelt, who 
eulogized G eneral Sheridan's arm y ca­ 
reer b oth in the civil w ar and in the 
lighting on the w estern plains w ith 
the Indians.

It is em inently titting that the ua 
tion’s illustrious men, the men who 
loom as heroes b efore the eyes of our 
people, should b e fittingly com m em ­ 
orated here at the uatioual capital, and 
I am glad indeed to take part in the 
unveiling of this statue to General 
Sheridan. 
His nam e will alw ays stand 
high on the list of American worthies. 
Not only was he a great general, b ut 
he showed

Indeed, this quality of b ril­ 
liance has b een in one sense a d isad­ 
vantage to his reputation, for it lias 
tended to overshadow his solid ab ility.

EIGHTY PEOPLE LEFT LIVERPOOL 


Rest of Passengers were nearly all Levantines, 
Maltese and Egyptians 


Valetta, Island of Malta, Nov. 25—Nearly 200 persons, 
passengers and members of the crew of the Ellerman line 
steamer, Sardinia, perished when the steamer was des­ 
troyed by fire just after starting for Alenandria, Egypt. 
The Sardinia left Liverpool Nov. 15th, with a cargo of 
general merchandise for the Mediteranian ports.

crew numbered 44 and there was about 50 first class and 
6 second class passengers who embarked at Liverpool.

Laporte. Ind., Nov. 25.—The evi­ 
dence is all in and the court’s instruc­ 
tions to the jury are being settled 
and now the attorneys will make 
th eir argum ents in the trial of Ray 
Lam phere for the m urder of Mrs. 
Bella Gunness and her three children. 
Dr. W alter S. Haines, professor of 
toxicology at Rush medical college, 
Chicago, was called to the stand by 
the defense upon the convening of 
court in the afternoon. 
He testified 
th at on May 27, 1908. he received from 
Coroner Mack of Laporte three sealed 
Jars, in one of which was the stom­ 
ach of Andrew Helgelein. 
In another 
were three stomachs and in the third 
the contents of another stomach. 
Dr. 
H aines testified that he found arsenic 
and strychnine in the Helgelein stom ­ 
ach. 
He said he examined a third of 
the stom ach and found one-third of a 
grain 
of 
strychnine. 
Altogether 
there must have been three times as 
much poison as as would be necessary 
to cause death. 
The witness was then asked regard­ 
ing to three stom achs in one jar.

the bodies of Mr*. Gunness and two 
of the children. 
He said: 
“The stom achs had alm ost run to­ 
gether, so that the m aterial was like 
thick mud. 
A few fibers from the 
original wall were observable. 
The 
only possible analysis was by using 
the mass together. 
“I found an abundance of arsenic 
and a quantity of strychnine. There 
was enough strychnine to have caused 
the death of three persons. 
The con­ 
vulsions 
from strychnine poisoning 
are frequently so violent as to throw 
the person out of bed and send him 
spraw ling on the floor. 
After death, 
from strychnine poisoning, the heart 
Is em pty and contracted, there Is an 
Intense 
rigidity 
and 
the 
feet 
are 
arched. 
The body frequently assum es 
very unnatural positions.” 
On cross-examination, Dr. H aines 
stated th at he could not say th at the 
three persons whose stomachs he had 
analyzed had died from strychnine 
poisoning. 
He said: 
Net the Polson That Caused Death. 
“The poison found in the stomach 
after death Is not usually the poison 
w’hich has caused death, for th at has 
beon absorbed and has gone to the 
rem ote arteries of the body.” 
The w itness also said th at he could 
not. state w hether the poison had been 
introduced Into the stomach before or 
after death, or w hether it came from 
w ithin or came through the walls. 
The poison m ight Just as easily 
have been introduced after death, said 
Dr. Haines. 
Dr. H aines was followed by Alexan­ 
der Neddo, who testified th at he saw 
the fire at 3 o’clock on the morning 
of April 28. 
The defense then rested. 
In rebuttal the state called Austin 
Cutler, 
the 
undertaker, 
at 
whose 
m orgue the bodies of Mrs. Gunness 
and the children, as well as the body 
of Andrew' Helgelein, lay for more j 
than three weeks. 
He testified th at \ 
in the preparation of the bodies he 
used formaldehyde and about fifteen 
pounds of arsenic pow'der. 
This pow­ 
der was put all over the bodies aud 
Into the cavities. 
Dr J. L. Gray, who conducted the 
post mortem over the body of Mrs. 
Gunness. was then recalled by the 
state. 
He was asked several hypo­ 
thetical 
questions, 
embodying 
the 
conditions of the bodies of Mrs. Gun­ 
ness and the three children and the 
conditions of the organs, and his re­ 
plies were that death could not have 
been 
due to 
strychnine 
poisoning. 
The state then rested. 
Considerable im portance is attached 
to the reply of Dr. Haines touching 
the 
strychnine poisoning. 
He 
said 
the convulsions frequently threw peo­ 
ple out of bed. 
W hen the bodies were 
found, th at of the boy, Philip, was 
nestling quietly on the breast of the 
m other, while the two girls were 
clasped In each others’ arms. 
Dr. 
Gray also testified that t^e heart of 
Mrs. Gunness when he made the ex­ 
am ination was dilated and all four 
com partm ents were filled with clotted 
blet d. 
The hearts of the children according 
to the testim ony were found to he in 
sim ilar 
condition. 
The 
state 
feels 
th at It disposed of the arsenic poison­ 
ing by the testim ony of Mr. Cutler, 
while it contends that the strychnine 
poison may have been injected into 
the stom achs during the ten days 
when the bodies lay in the morgue.

ered and as Soon as the Negroes 


Had Been Tried, Found Guilty and 


Sentenced to 
Death, Took Them 


From Courtroom and Hanged Them. 


Union City, Tenn., Nov. 25.—The 
little town of Tiptonville, bordering 
on Reelfoot lake, which has been the 
scene of m any stirring incidents the 
past month, witnessed the lynching of 
three negroes who were arrested for 
murdering 
Special 
Deputy 
Sheriff 
Richard Burruss and fatally wounding 
John Hall, a deputy sheriff. 
The ne­ 
groes nam es are: 
M arshall Stineback, Edward Stine- 
hack and Jim Stineback. 
The three brothers created a dis­ 
turbance at a religious meeting near 
Tiptonville Saturday night. 
W hen the 
twro officers attem pted to arrest them 
a fight ensued in which the negroes 
were victorious and made their es­ 
cape. 
It was barely daylight Sunday 
morning before a posse of citizens 
from 
Tiptonville 
and 
surrounding 
country was In pursuit of the negroes, 
but they successfully eluded the vrhite 
men until Tuesday morning, when 
they were surrounded and captured 
in a swamu near the village of Ridg- 
ley. 
The vicinity is known as the 
old river bed canebrake and it is dif­ 
ficult to trace man or beast through 
its tangles. 
Once captured, how'ever, 
the negroes, covered by IOO guns, 
were quickly landed In jail at Tipton­ 
ville. 
The negroes, when arrested, 
had two guns In their possession, but 
had run out of ammunition. 


• Mob Quickly Gathered. 
The news of the capture spread 
rapidly to the surrounding territory 
and in addition to the posse, men be­ 
gan arriving by every road and soon 
the jail was surrounded by a mob, 
which had no hesitancy in threatening 
a lynching. 
In fact, it was feared that the hest 
efforts of the officers and townspeople 
could not prevent the lynching from 
taking place in broad daylight. Prom i­ 
nent citizens urged the mob not to 
lynch the negroes, hut their efforts 
were unavailing. 
As a last resort S. J. Caldwell, a 
townsman, and Sheriff Haynes went 
before Justice 
Lee Davis and 
ex­ 
plained the situation, telling of the 
menacing attitude of the crowd, which 
thronged the principal streets leading 
to the jail. 
Justice Davis at once 
agreed to open his court, summon a 
Jury of tw elve men and allow the ne­ 
groes, after all evidence that could be 
adduced was heard, to be duly sen­ 
tenced to death. 
Meanwhile Governor Patterson was 
advised by telephone of the situation 
and ordered a company of m ilitia in 
this city to proceed with all haste 
and lf possible, secure the ^negroes 
and conduct them to a place of safety. 
The troops were started at once, but 
failed to arrive in tim e to prevent the 
lynching. 
At the trial all of the evidence of 
those who had seen the killing was 
heard and in an Incredibly short tim e 
the case was given to the jury, who 
in a few’ m inutes returned a verdict 
of guilty and fixed the penalty at 
death. 
The 
sentence 
had 
hardly 
been 
passed on the three negroes, when the 
mob, 
with 
a 
whoop 
and 
a 
yell, 
swarmed the courtroom and, seizing 
the prisoners, rushed them to a large 
tree near the edge of town and hanged 
them, firing volley after volley into 
the air as the bodies were drawn up 
from the earth.

of Last Two Years 


TAXES 
ARE WELL PAID UP 


In- 
Increase is Due in Part to 
crease Levies, But Taxes 
are Paid up Well 


County* Treasurer Adair completed 
his November settlem ent a 
few days 
ago and Auditor Sm art has completed 
the sum m ary. 
The total is much larg­ 
er than for several years past. 
This in 
p art is due to the increased levy for 
schools in the City of Brainerd, in p art 
to the additional one mill levy for roads 
and bridges and to the increased levy 
for county revenue. 
The increase is in 
p art due, however, to the fact that 
taxes in Crow Wing county were paid 
up better this year than ever before. 
The total of the settlem ents for the 
p ast three years have been as follows:

Monument Shows General at Cloes 
of Famous Ride to Cedar Creek From 
Winchester, "Twenty Miles Away.” 


W ashington, Nov/ 25.—In one of the 
most beautiful parts of the national 
capital he helped to save, the magnifi­ 
cent equestrian statue of General Phil­ 
ip II. Sheridan was unveiled today. 
Among the throng of notable persons 
who gathered to do honor to the mem­ 
ory of the great soldier w ere the presi­ 
dent of the United States, who deliv­ 
ered an address; the army and navy of­ 
ficers resident or stationed in and near 
W ashington, the heads of the executive 
branches of the government, diplomatic 
representatives of foreign countries and 
others of note. 
The statue stands in Sheridan circle, 
named after the general, at the junc­ 
tion 
of 
Massachusetts 
avenue 
and 
Tw enty-third street. 
It is the heart of 
one of the t>est residence sections of 
the national capital. 
The universal opinion of those who 
witnessed the unveiling today is that 
the statue of the famous cavalry lead­ 
er is a worthy memorial of his fame. 
It represents the general at the close 
of his famous ride when, coming from 
W inchester, “twenty miles aw ay,” he 
rallied his men at the battle of Cedar 
Creek and turned their rout by the Con­ 
federate General Jubal A. Early into a 
Federal victory. 
Statue True to Life. 
The bronze general sits his bronze 
steed like a centaur, hat in hand, urg­ 
ing his men to greater_exertion.

effigy of the man is a true represents 
tion of “Fighting Phi’” as he was in 
the flesh, and the metal horse shows 
to the life his famous charger, Rienzi, 
sometimes known as W inchester, who 
bore the general from W inchester on 
the storied ride. The sculptor of the 
statue, Gutzon Borglum of New York. 
has caught to the life the expression 
of the general’s face, according to 
Mrs. Sheridan and her son. Lieutenant 
Philip H. Sheridan. The horse Is a 
correct facsim ile of Rienzi, according 
to careful m easurem ents of bls skin, 
preserved at the arm y post on Gov­ 
ernors island. New York, and photo­ 
graphs. 
The clothing and accouterm ents of 
General Sheridan shown in the statue 
are modeled after garm ents actually 
worn by him. He is depicted w earing 
a service uniform , w ith sw ord and 
spurs. 
The statue is fourteen feet high and 
stands 
on a plinth of granite. 
The 
upper 
part of the statue’s base 
is 
rough, indicating the earth torn up by 
Sheridan's horse as he is reined up by 
bis rider. 
Record Bronze Cast. 
The 
horse is the largest piece 
of 
bronze ever cast in a single piece In 
this country and perhaps in the world. 
More than 6,000 pounds ^ f liquid 
bronze were poured into the mold to 
form the horse. The casting w as done 
at a foundry near Providence, R. I. 
Preceding the unveiling of the statue 
there was a m ilitary parade in which 
all the regular troops, sailors and m a­ 
rines stationed in and near W ashing­ 
ton as well as the national guard of 
the D istrict of Columbia took part. 
In addition to President Roosevelt’s 
speech an address was delivered by 
General H orace Porter, who was chief 
of staff to General G rant and is presi­ 
dent of the G rant Monument associa­ 
tion. 
The principal address w as de­ 
livered by President Roosevelt, who 
eulogized General Sheridan’s arm y ca­ 
reer both in the civil war and in the 
fighting on the western plains w ith 
the Indians. The president’s address 
was as follows: 


Th* President’s Address. 
It is eminently fitting that ths na­ 
tion’s illustrious men, the men who 
loom as heroes before the eyes of our 
people, should be fittingly commem­ 
orated here at the national capital, and 
I ain glad indeed to take part in the 
unveiling of this statue to General 
Sheridan. His name will alw ays stand 
high on the list of American worthies. 
Not only was be a great general, but 
be showed his greatness with that 
touch of originality which we call 
genius. 
Indeed, this quality of bril­ 
liance has been in one sense a disad­ 
vantage to his reputation, for it has 
tended to overshadow his solid ability. 
We tend to think of him only as the 
dashing cavalry leader, whereas he 
was in reality not only that, but also a 
great commander. 
Of course the fact 
in his career most readily recognized 
was his m astery in the necessarily 
modern a rt of handling m asses of 
modern cavalry so as to give them the 
fullest possible effect not only in the 
ordinary operations of cavalry which 
precede and follow a battle, but in the 
battle itself. 
But in addition he show­ 
ed in the civil w ar th a t he was a first 
class army commander both as a sub­ 
ordinate of G rant and when in Inde­ 
pendent command.

A fter the 
close of the great war, in a field where 
there was scant glory to be won by the 
general in chief, he rendered a signal 
service which has gone alm ost unno­ 
ticed, for in the tedious, weary Indian 
w ars on the great plaius it was he who 
developed 
in thoroughgoing fashion 
the system of cam paigning in w inter 
which, at the cost of bitter hardship 
and peril, finally broke down the band­ 
ed strength of those form idable w ar­ 
riors, the horse Indians. 
General’s Career Eulogized. 
His career was typically American, 
for from plain beginnings he rose to 
the highest m ilitary position in our 
land. 
We honor his memory itself, 
and. moreover, as in the case of the 
other great com m anders of his day. 
his career symbolizes the careers of 
all tlyxso n-tor) who in the years of tho 


nation’s direst need sprang to the 
front to risk everything, including life 
itself, and to spend the days of their 
strongest young manhood in valorous 
conflict for an ideal. Often we Amer­ 
icans are taunted with having only a 
m aterial ideal. The em pty folly of the 
taunt is sufficiently shown by the 
presence here today of you men of the 
Grand Army, you the com rades of the 
dead general, the men who served 
with and under him. 
In all history 
we have no greater instance of subor­ 
dination of self, of the exalting of a 
lofty ideal over merely m aterial well 
being among the people of a great na­ 
tion, than was shown by our own peo 
pie in the civil war.
